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VIEWS FROM THE BRAZILIAN PRESS 


First Steel from Volta Redonda 

The first production of steel, on a regular scale, from 
Volta Redonda, the nation’s great plant near Rio, was 
hailed with great enthusiasm by the Brazilian press. 
This event, which occurred at 11 A.M., on June 23, is 
described as a “giant stride forward” by O Globo, of 
Rio. This newspaper (June 24) gives a step-by-step 
account of steel manufacture in the giant furnaces and 
rolling mills, as well as a report of the brief ceremonies 
which featured a speech by Paulo Cesar Martins, In- 
dustrial Director of the company, in the absence of 
Col. Eduundo Macedo Soares, Minister of Transpor- 
tation, then in the United States. 

The Correio de Manhda, also of Rio, (June 27) sum- 
marizes a statement by Sr. Ernani Cotrim, addressed 
to the Council of Foreign Trade, on the subject of 
Volta Redonda, pointing out that the coke used in its 
steel production was mainly produced from Brazilian 
coal. He said that this coal had to be refined first to 
reduce its sulphur content at a plant at Tubarao, 
State of Santa Catarina. The operation proved, how- 
ever, that though most domestic coal does have a high 
sulphur content, this can be effectively lowered by the 
refining process. In fact, it is now possible to produce 
Brazilian coal with a sulphur content of less than 1.1 
percent. 

O Globo pays tribute to the technical skill of Bra- 
zilian engineers and workmen, who had to master 
steel-making as a “new” industry. 

Rio’s labor journal, Diario Trabalhista, (June 25) 
calls Volta Redonda the basis of Brazil’s industrializa- 
tion, and declares that Brazil's participation in the 
war, by both men and materials, insures her a prom- 
inent place in inter-American affairs. 

No nation, states A Informacdo Econémica e Finan- 
ceira, of Rio, (June 16), can enjoy a measure of eco- 
nomic independence in this machine age, unless it is 
capable of producing its own iron and steel. 

O Radical (June 26), in the course of an enthusi- 
astic report on the same event, quotes comments of 
two American engineers, Ray MacKnight, and Albert 
Frame, both of whom pay tribute to the willingness 
and energy of Brazilian workers in the steel mill. 


Brazilian Coffee for Great Britain? 

The Diario Popular of Sao Paulo (June 22) devotes 
considerable space to a report of negotiations now 
under way with Great Britain for the purchase of 
Brazilian coffee, under an international contract. 

Negotiations include the discussion of purchases by 
Great Britain as well as other European countries 
which use the pound sterling as a basis of exchange. 
Great Britain, according to tentative agreements, 
would first purchase coffee in dollars, in order to re- 
sell it in pounds sterling to other countries such as 
Norway or Sweden. Such an arrangement, believes 
the Didrio Popular, would greatly benefit’ Brazil's 


coffee trade by opening up new markets abroad. It 
would also benefit, eventually, all coffee producing 
countries which enter into similar commercial pacts. 

Coffee transactions with Great Britain would be 
backed by the Bank of England, provided the product 
is assured other markets following its purchase from 
Brazil. Details of the plan are being worked out under 
the supervision of the Association of Importers and 
Exporters, of London. 


Increase in Cocoa Prices Seen 

The possibility of a price increase of between one 
and three cents per pound for ordinary quality cocoa 
purchased in the United States is reported in the 
Diario Carioca, of Rio (June 21), and other local news- 
papers. The press reports that Brazilian as well as 
British African representatives have laid the request 
for an increase with American authorities in Wash- 
ington, while American importers are said to look 
favorably on the price boost. 

Current prices for cocoa in eastern seaboard ports 
of the United States and the Gulf of Mexico are $8.90 
per 100 pounds for Gold Coast cocoa, and $8.70 for 
Brazilian cocoa. 

The present prices are said to be too low and are re- 
ducing cocoa shipments, according to the cocoa trade. 


Brazil-Made Tractors Will Speed 
Farm Production 

Tractors produced in Brazil by the National Motor 
Factory will go a long way toward stimulating agricul- 
tural production throughout the nation under the 
emergency plan laid down by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Neto Campelo Junior, declares the Jornal do Bra- 
sil, of June 23. 

At a meeting of state agricultural chiefs held in Rio 
de Janeiro, Brig. General Antonio Guedes Muniz, head 
of the National Motor Factory, stated that 10,000 
tractors had been ordered from his factory by the 
Ministry of Agriculture to mechanize Brazilian farm- 
ing. Brigadier Muniz urged the experts to agree on 
one single type of tractor, in order to speed iis pro- 
duction. He also revealed that the concern will manu- 
facture other types of tractors, for highway clearance 
and construction. Confirming previous press reports, 
he said that the first tractors would consist mostly of 
imported parts, but that as production proceeded they 
would be entirely Brazil-made. 

The newspaper A Manha, of Rio, June 23, in report- 
ing the same event, says that there was general agree- 
ment among the agricultural experts concerning a trac- 
tor having wheels of between 40 and 50 horsepower. 
and a traction tread of between 20 and 30 horsepower. 

The National Motor Factory head told the experts 
that the company was also prepared to manufacture 
special parts for tractors, the lack of which has im- 
mobilized many thousands of tractors on Brazilian 
farms. 
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One Millionth Tire Hailed 

The Correio da Manha, of Rio (June 25) devotes 
considerable space and a photograph to the face wiat 
the Firestone Tire Company, through its Brazilian 
branch at Santo André, Sao Paulo, has recently pro- 
duced its millionth tire. The company has been oper- 
ating since June 1, 1940—about six vears—and its pro- 
duction has continued during the difficult war vears. 

This Firestone branch is said to have supplied the 
bulk of Brazilian tires since its existence. It has fur- 
nished not only enough for domestic purposes but also 
for export to other Latin American countries. Though 
the factory is now geared to produce 104,000 tires per 
year, this output, it is declared, could be jumped to 
more than 228,000 per vear, with the installation of 
additional machinery. 

With the end of gasoline rationing throughout Bra- 
zil, and the increase in the use of automobiles and 
other motor driven vehicles the company looks for- 
ward to a bigger demand than ever for its tires. As a 
matter of fact, the concern is working on a 24 hour 
schedule in an effort to keep up with orders. New 
buildings have also been completed to house the addi- 
tional machinery already received from the United 
States and is expected to be supplemented by still 
more. A goal of more than two million tires per vear 
in 1948, has been announced by factory officials. The 
tires are made exclusively from Brazilian rubber, whil 
a plant to produce cordonel, a special tire textile, has 
been erected in Sao Paulo. 





Law Regulates Car and Appliance Sales 

The Diario de Sado Paulo (June 23) urges strict en- 
forcement of “ceiling prices” on automobiles, refrigera- 
tors. washing machines, and other electric appliances. 
which it complains are beirg sold at extravagant rates 
to the consumer. 

In order to correct this situation, the Federal Coun- 
cil of Foreign Trade has issued new regulations gov- 
erning the sale and transfer of new automobiles, pro- 
viding for a more careful control of licenses and bills 
of sale on both used and new cars. 


Rubber for Brazilian Industry 

In an interview in the Diario de Sado Paulo (June 
25), Sr. Firmo Dutra, president of the Banco de Cre- 
dito da Borracha outlines the various measures which 
this organization has adopted in order to supply Bra- 
zilian industry with a steady flow of rubber. 

Ile states that progress in this direction will de- 
pend on a long-range program designed to improve 
river transportation in the Amazon region, raise the 
standard of living and protect the health of the ser- 
ingueiros (rubber-collectors) and their families, and 
finally, reduce the cost of rubber to Brazilian firms by 
about 10 percent. Funds have been advanced for a 
study of ways and means to improve the present 
Amazon river boat system. Regular training of from 
200 to 300 rubber-collectors per year is to be under- 
taken, to prepare them for the strenuous task of ob- 
taining the product in the jungle. 








BUREAU OFFERS NEW SERVICE 
TO AMERICAN EXPORTERS 


Numerous requests have been received by the 
Brazilian Government Trade Bureau from Amer- 
ican firms interested in selling their merchandise 
on the Brazilian market. 

Such requests, specifically feature products 
which those firms desire to bring prominently to 
the attention of Brazilian importers, manufac- 
turers, and government departments, without 
loss of time or the usual delay of correspondence. 

As the Brazilian Government Trade Bureau 
regularly publishes a weekly bulletin, in Portu- 
guese, Boletim Americano which is airmailed to 
Brazil, and has wide distribution among the 
aforementioned types of readers, we are now con- 
templating the inclusion of announcements from 
American concerns desiring to bring specific prod- 
ucts to the attention of Brazilian prospects. 

Persons interested in having such announce- 
ments appear in the Boletim Americano, should 
communicate with this Bureau. The information 
should include the name, address, type of mer- 
chandise, terms of payment, and be as concise as 
possible without sacrificing the clear presenta- 
tion of the materials offered. 

A moderate fee will be charged for this service. 











As a result of the bank’s forward-looking policy, 
rubber has risen in quality steadily through the last 
six vears, said Sr. Dutra. Today about 80 percent of 
the rubber collected is of fine quality, as compared 
with only 40 percent in past years. The bank follows 
the policy of advancing 80 percent of the value to the 
seringueiro, to encourage him to work in a more effec- 
tive fashion. Sr. Dutra predicted that by 1950 Brazil 
should be producing approximately 1,150 tons of dry 
rubber per vear, valued at 19 million cruzeiros (8950,- 
000) which will more than compensate the bank for 
its efforts in promoting the development of this jungle 
product. 

Brazilian Rice for Cuba 

The fact that Sr. Roberto Sero, President of the 
Cuban Chamber of Commerce, of Havana, is on his 
way to Brazil to investigate the possibility of buying 
rice, received wide mention in the Brazilian press, on 
June 23. 

The importation of “large quantities” of rice is con- 
templated by Cuba, according to the Didrio de Sdo 
Paulo, of the same date. 


SESI Is Created 
Brazilian newspapers &’re unanimous in hailing the 
establishment of the Servico Social da Industria 
(SESI) by Presidential decree, as a big step in favor 
of the wage earner. 
In order to provide funds for this organization, con- 
cerns are required to pay 2 percent of their payrolls.

Textile Samples Exempted from Duty 

Textile samples of any width and up to 30 centi- 
meters in length (nearly 12 inches) are now exempt 
from export duties, according to regulations announced 
by the Ministry of Finance last month (July). 

Such samples, however, must be stamped or printed 
“Without commercial value”. 

Cotton textile samples are an exception to this rule. 
They must not exceed 45 centimeters (about 12's 
inches) in width, and must be accompanied by a com- 
mercial invoice, in duplicate, indicating the name and 
address of the shipper, the consignee, and a brief des- 
cription of the goods.

Cotton Yarn Study Ordered 
The Executive Textile Commission has been in- 
structed to make a survey of the amount of cotton 
varn stocks on hand in Brazil and establish domestic 
capacity for yarn production. The survey will serve as 
a basis for formulating measures to control and nor- 
malize this industry throughout Brazil.

Rule About Used Machinery 
Shipped from U. S. A. to Brazil 


The Ministry of Finance has ruled that as of June 
11, 1946, used machinery and equipment now in the 
custom houses of Brazil (or bought between Decem- 
ber 28, 1945 and June 10, 1946), the period when re- 
quirements for an import license and inspection cer- 
tificate were not in effect, will have to be examined by 
the National Institute of Technology, the Sao Paulo 
Institute of Technology, or similar authorities, which 
will issue a certificate attesting the condition of the 
material. 

Such a document should state that the machinery 
in question has a good production capacity, is not 
obsolete, or liable to break down under use; or in short, 
harmful to the present standards of Brazilian industry.

Woven Mesh Not Regarded as Textile 

There is no restriction whatever now on the expor- 
tation of woven mesh, either in the form of piece 
goods or as manufactured products, in view of the 
ruling that these articles are not strictly “textiles” 
and hence do not fall under the law which forbids 
their export at the present time. 

This decision was announced this month by the Di- 
rector of Custom House Revenue, in accordance with 
instructions from the Ministry of Finance. 


Rio Concern Will Make Use 
of Fairchild Plywood Process 

The Britto Pereira Company, an engineering con- 
cern in Rio de Janeiro, has just been granted a license 
to manufacture plastic molded bonded plywood and 
other molded materials under Duramold patents, it 
was recently announced by J. Carlton Ward, Jr.. presi- 
dent of Fairchild Engine and Airplane Corporation, 
which owns the rights involved. 

The five-vear contract will allow the Brazilian com- 
pany, to establish factories which will use native woods 
in fabricating articles by the modern methods and 
processes developed by the Duramold Division of 
Fairchild. 

Arthur Britto Pereira, a director of the company, is 
currently spending three months at the Duramold 
plant in Jamestown, New York, observing factory 
processes. Radio cabinets and lightweight car-top 
boats are now in production at the plant, which is 
likewise conducting extensive research and develop- 
ment of products applicable to the aircraft field. 

“T believe the Duramold process will open up a wide 
field of new industries in Brazil,” said Sr. Britto 
Pereira. “My company will first produce flat plywood, 
for which there is a ready market. This will be particu- 
larly adaptable to tropical countries because it resists 
moisture, warping, peeling, molds and fungi. 

“Later we expect to manufacture other articles. 
including small boats, refrigerator cabinets and furni- 
ture. There is a critical housing shortage in Brazil, and 
the Duramold process will lend itself to the ready 
development of pre-fabricated houses and compon- 


ents.”

Cocoa Exports, First Quarter of 1945 

Brazil, as the world’s second largest producer of 
cocoa, shipped 30,329 tons of cacao beans during the 
first four months of 1945, as compared with 35,979 
tons during the corresponding period last year. 

According to the Ministry of Labor, Commerce and 
Industry, there is a definite increase in the uses of this 
product, which already include cocoa butter, wine and 
vinegar. Cocoa alkaloids are also manufactured for the 
drug trade. 

Though grown in the tropics, cacao is in wide de- 
mands in temperate countries like the United States, 
where a concentrated, nutritious food is required to 
provide energy in quick form.
